Commerce, always an important, factor 
in Ihe liTe and vitality of any community, is 
particularly important for Antioch, for the 
village is essentially run by the proceeds 
from its stales taxes.

Antioch's stprcs anri\shops not only serve 
its own village and township residents, but 
provide for people from many of Us 
surrounding towns and villages. This 
creates an unusually ■ wide radius of 
communities to be serviced. 

Basically, it can be said that this area 
includes a large portion of.Kenosha County 
and extends down to and including Lake 
Villa Township and Newport Township: 

Additionally, people who work but do 
not live in Antioch need to be serviced, for 
they will frequently stay after working 
hours and shop. 



AS WITH OTHER areas of development, 
commerce in Antioch is growing and 
thriving.

These directions were made possible Monday night by 
the Antioch village board, which passed an ordinance > 
renaming three streets. 

TURNER DRIVE, WHERE the new fire-safety building 
is to be constructed,-, is now Holbek Drive, in memory of 
Herman Holbek. 

Mr. Holbek died last August and village officials knew it 
was fitting that when the fire department and rescue 
squad rush out to help people they should do it on a drive 
called HoJbek. Herman was the founder of the Antioch_

• Quality Street, which connects Main and Victoria 
streets just a block south of the heart of downtown 
Antioch, is now Wilton Ave. - jn honor of Robert C. Wilton, 
who was' mayor from 1973 "to 1977, when he moved, to

the downtown area, was renamed to honor Raymond P. 
Toft, Antioch's mayojr from 1965 to 1973.

Mosquitos to be 
'extreme nuisance' 

■* • i -i 

A special situation has arisen relating to mosquito 
jmnoyance.' Local officials in Antioch have been notified of 
an "extreme nuisance alert" by the Clarke Outdoor 
; Spraying Co., their -.mosquito, control -contractor. 

Due to the late June and early July series of heavy ' 
—rainfalls- (mosquito eggs hatch off when emersed in - ■ 

water) mosquito biting through the end of July will be the 
■ worst in years; The culprit is the Aedes vexans species,' , 
belter known as the floodwater mosquito. 

Our current flooding situation was actually initiated by 
the precipitation activity beginning in August of 1977. This 
activity. ranged from average to very heavy. In some 
areas August and-September saw almost three times the 
normal rainfall. 

Clarke officials said this elevated the' water table back 
toils proper level after the previous four-years of average 
to dry conditions. Winter brought three months of 
continuous snow cover. The melt off maintained the 
higher water table situation. 

Spring rainfall this year was average, they said. 
Streams, ponds, and swamp areas began to fill. Then 
during the time period of June 15 through July 4 (only 19 
days), a deluge prevailed. Normal rainfall during this 
interval is 2.9 inches. The actual this year ranged from 7 
to 8.4 inches or 290'percent above normal. 

The- condition .of a high water table coupled ■ with 
extremely heavy rain in the concentrated period of a time 
has caused many streams to over flow their banks along 
with flooded lakes, ponds and swamps throughout- the 
entire metropolitan area. The flooding problem is the 
cause for higher than normal mosquito activity. 

Clarke officials said they will be operating at full 
capacity to take care of the mosquitds. Any mosquito 
related complaints should be referred directly to the 
"Mosquito Hot Line" at 800-942-2555 for immediate action.
